| HYDROAIRPLA NE IS 


CATAPULTED INTO 
AIR SUCCESSFULLY 


Launching Device Is Tested by | 


the Navy for Use on U. S. 
Battleships. 


the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA,. Nov. 1.—A 
hydroairplane was launched success- 


fully yesterday in tests at the Phila- | 
‘Former Congressman Unan- 


delphia navy yard of a catapulting 
device, which sent the No. 9 two- 
seated craft into the cir at a speed 


'of 48 miles an hour from a standing 


start. 

The experiment proves, naval ex- 
perts declare, that aircraft can be 
launched from battleships equipped 


with catapults on the turrets, and it 


is proposed to equip every battleship. 

The seaplane was piloted by Com- 
mander H. C. Richardson, U. S. N., 
who commanded the No. 3, which 
| got as far as the Azores when the 
No. 4 crossed the Atlantic. Lieut. 
William Fellers, U. S. N., 
senger. 

The catapult was built at the naval 
aircraft factory here under the su- 
pervision of Commander Richardson 
and Commander G. C. Westervelt, 
U. S&S. N. Many high naval officers 
and scientists. witnessed the tests. 

The catapult consists of a crooved 
track 50 feet long, in which a cradle 
is fitted. This cradle, bearing the 
seaplane, is pulled by an endless 
chain from a dead stop to top speed. 
As the cradle is stopped abruptly at 
the outer end of the track a power- 


the cradle around and hurls the 
plane into the air. It is so designed 
that planes may be thrown \into’ the 
wind without turning a ship from its 
course. The latk of this feature in 
similar contrivances previously test- 
ed* caused their rejection by the 
Navy Department, it is said. 

As'‘the plane was hurled from its 
cradle yesterday it dipped scarcely 
three feet and then began to soar 
rapidly.

eral shots were fired into the crowd. 
One of the bullets struck Sweeney in| 
th head killing him instantly, and 
another bullet fractured Greenberg's 
jaw. 

Detectives investigating the case 
were unable to get any information| 
from the eyewitnesses, who includ-| 
ed Hugh Sweeney, a brother of the 
murdered man, but, proceeding on| 
the theory that the bullets .were in-. 
tended for Greenberg, ‘arrested 
William Egan. 

Sweeney Not a Gangster. 

Although Sweeney had attended 
“open-air conferences” at Sixth and 
Chestnut with political cohorts, he | 
was not considered a member of. 
the Egan gang or any rival gang. 
His mild manner was in_e astriking 
contrast with the character of men 
whom he included in his acquaint- 
ance. On the other hand, detectives | 
pointed out, Greenberg was known 
to have enemies, among whom was 
Egan, who had formerly been his 
friend, but who had fallen out with 
him and Ben Milner, a notorious 
criminal, who was shot and killed 
the night of Nov. 21 last at Rigoletto 
Inn, a St. Louis County roadhouse.

LEGION GREETS FOCH 
AND PERSHING WITH 
GREAT ENTHUSIASM

Marshal Foch brought to the le- 
gionnaires a personal declaration of 
comradeship and from his Govern-‘ 
ment bore the official greetings of 
France. 

Crowd Shows Enthusiasm. 

The appearance of the Marshal 
and Gen. Pershing in the convention 
hall today was the signal for the 
wildest enthusiasm. The two stood 
side by side in the center of the 
platform and were cheered vocifer- 
ously for three minutes. Gen. Per- 
shing smiled, bit his under lip, and 
motioned the crowd to. sit down. 
They only cheered louder. The Mar- 
shall stood looking at the crowd. He 
bowed his head a moment, and his 
eyes were moist. 

Mrs. Alban Taylor of Kansas 
City, standing to the left of Gen. 
Pershing, sang the Marseillaise while 
the convention stood at attention. 

Then Mrs. George’ Cowden sang 
the ‘‘Star-Spangled Banner.”” When 
she had finished Marshal Foch 
turned and thanked her. 

Commander John C. Emery pre- 
sented ‘our comrade of the legion,” 
Gen. John J. Pershing, to the con- 
vention. 

The standards of Missouri, Nebras- 
ka. Texas .and Pennsyivania were 
carried to the stage and placed be- 
hind Gen. Pershing.. The Missouri 
standard got the honor position. Gen. 
Pershing was born in Missouri. To 
settle the rivalry of the states claim- 
ing him, Gen. Pershing declared: 

“Tf you will accept me as an ordi- 
nary buddy in the rear rank I will be 
perfectly satisfied,’ and this brought 
wild cheering. 

For Nearly Four Years. 

“For nearly four years,” Gen. 
Pershing declared, turning to Mar- 
shal Foch, “the armies of the west- 
ern front had been fighting inde- 
pendently, or else under some tem- 
porary agreement to render mutual 
support. There was no supreme di- 
rection that would insure unity or 
co-ordination of effort.,, 

“Tt was not until the dark days of 
disaster ‘in the’ spring of 1918 that 
| necessity forced the issue, and Mar- 
shal Foch was unanimously selected 
as alied Commander in Chief,”” he 
said ‘“‘€alm, confident and aggres- 
sive, this great soldier at once in- 
'spired all ranks of the allied armies 
by his exceptional qualities of lead- 
ership. The world knows well the 


rection, and no words of mine can 
‘add to the glory of that achieve- 
ment.” 

He then greeted Gen. Diaz, Gen.

Parliament Must Agree, 

“No compact can come into effect 
without the authority of Parlia- 
ment,” said Lloyd George. “Every 
detail wills be subimitted to Parlia- 
ment. The agreement, if theer be ar 
agreement, will have to be in the 
form of an act of Parliament. Is ‘t 
suggested that the 7overnment 
ought to come to the House and say: 
“We want your sanction for this or 
that proposal?” (Cries of .‘‘Why 
not?’’) 

“No negotiations could possibly be 
conducted like that. There must be 
some latitude. There -are certain 
basic principles, but these have ‘heen 
declared to the House repeatedly.” 
(Cries of ‘What are they?’) 

“They have been declared time 
after time, and we stand by them. 
We have declared to Parllament re- 
peatedly that the Government are 
prepared to meet any representative 
of the Irish people who could deliver 
the goods. I am prepared to meet 
anyone who can maek a good bar: 
gain on behalf of the population of 
Ireland.”’ 

The time to challenge the confer- 
ence, said the Prime Minister, « was 
when his letter was written in July 
in response to the King’s gracious 
speech at Belfast; if the same mo- 
tion had been put down, with a de- 
mand from 40 or 50 members for 
discussion, he would have wasted no 
time in giving them an opportunity. 

“I am now invited,” he went on, 
“to state what the opinions of the 
Government are in the middle of a 
conference on the subjects discussed 
there. There are two kinds of con- 
ferences, the open conference, at 
which no business is ever transacted, 
though it encourages the faithful, 
and the conference of closed doors, 
which is the only conference at 
which you can qo business. Then 
there is the conference of partial 
disclosure, which has all the vices | 
and none of the virtues of the other.

| BABY’S HOURS OF SLEEP | 


ery child is distinctly individ- 

ualized at birth. A normal in-- 
fant will sleep most of the time, at 
least 22 hours out of every 24, wak- 
ing only for feedings, during the first 
three months. But all babies are 
not normal infants. An infant's 
nervous-system is highly unstabic 
at its best. In some the nerve cecn- 
ters afe exceedingly irritable and 
wakefulness is soon acquired, espe- 
cially when the young mother has 
the mistaken belief that her chlid 
passes too much of his time in the 
somnolent state. Remember that 
this is baby’s normal condition. He 
must sleep to grow. It is most im- 
portant, therefore, that he be 
trained from birth in proper habits 
of sleep. 

He must under no circumstances 
be rocked to sleep, nor should he be 
allowed to fall asleep in ‘his moth- 
er’s arms. Accustom him from 
birth to his own little crib in a quiet 
and darkened room, to go to sleep 
of his own free will. During the 
second three months of life baby 
should sleep from 16 to 18 hours. 
During the second half of the first 
year sleep should continue uninter- 
ruptedly from 6 p. m. to 6 a. m., 
with two-hour naps in the morring

er waken the child to nurse or under 


the impression that he is sleeping 
too long. Let him sleep at will. 
The 12-hour sleep at night should 
be enforced until the child’s sixth 
year. As children grow older they 
often develop the unpleasant habit 
of awakening early in the morning 
A good-natured child amuses h!im- 
self, plays, gurgies and naps until 
6 The habit should not be encour- 
aged. It can often be corrected bv 
keeping the sleeping room in com- 
plete darkness in the morning. 
Children are remarkably quick to 


take advantage of the least indul- 
gence; it is best to pay no atten- 
dion to the early waker, nor to em- 
ploy artificial] means, such as a nip- 
ple in his mouth, to divert his mind.

Willson’s Welcome to Criticism. 


When he was informed that I was 
present at his first meeting a few 
nights before in Jersey City he came 
over to me, and in a most friendly 
way, said: “What did you really 
think of my speech?” For a moment 
I was embarrassed, and yet the 
frankness of the man was compel- 
ling, and so I said, “Doctor, do you 
really desire an honest opinion of 
that speech? I really want to serve 
you, but I can do so only by speak- 
ing frankly.” He said “That is what 
I most desire.” “Well,” I said, “your 
speech was most disappointing.” I 
stopped suddenly, feeling that I had 
done enough damage to the Pro- 
fessor's feelings. But he said, “Please 
tell me what your criticism is. What 
I most need is honesty and frank- 
ness. You cannot hurt my feelings 
by truthfully expressing your opin- 
jon. Don’t forget that I am an ama- 
teur at this game and need advice 
and guidance.” Encouraged by this 
siggestion, I proceeded to tell him 
what I considered the principal de- 


thimblerig. The candidate soon 
struck his gait and astonished me 
and all New Jersey with the vigor, 
frankness and lucidity of his 
speeches of exposition and appeal. 
No campaign in years in New Jer- 
sey aroused such universal interest. 
There was no mistaking the char- 
acter and enthusiasm of the greeting 
the candidate received every place 
he spoke, nor the response his thril- 
ling speeches evoked all over. the 
state. Those who had gathered the 
idea that the head of the great uni- 
versity would appear pedantic and 
stand stiff-necked upon an academic 
pedestal, from which he would talk 
over the heads of the common peo- 
ple, were forced, by the fighting, ag- 
gressive attitude of the doctor, to 
revise their old estimates. The cam- 
paign had only begun when the lead- 
ing newspapers of the country, par- 
ticularly the large dailies of New 
York, were taking an interest in the

Those of us who doubted Wood- 
row Wilson’s sincerity and his sym-

Appealing to the People. 


No candidate for Governor in New 
Jersey had ever made so striking 
and moving:an appeal. Forgetting 
and ignoring the old slogans and 
shibboleths, he appealed to the 
hearts and consciences of the people 
of the State. His homely illustra- 
tions evoked expressions of delight, 
until it seemed as if this newcomer 
in the politics of our State had a bet- 
ter knowledge of the psychology of 
the ordinary crowd than the old 
stagers who had spent their lives in 
politics. His illustrations - always 
went home. 

For instance, speaking of prog- 
ress, Dr. Wilson said that much de- 
pended upon the action of the one 
who is supposed to be progressive. 
“I can recall,” he would say in try- 
ing to make his point, “the picture 
of a poor devil of a donkey on a 
treadmill. He keeps on tramping, 
tramping, tramping, but he never 
gets anywhere.” “But,” he contin-~ 
ued, “there is an elephant that’s 
tramping, too, and how much prog- 
ress is it making?” And then, again, 
he would grow solemn when he 
spoke of the average man. Turning 
aside from the humorous, he would

Speechmaking of a New Sort. 


Beneath the concrete campaigr 
issues in New Jersey he saw the 
fundamental principles of Magna 
Charta and the Bill of Rights and 
the Declaration of Independence 
and the Constitution of the United 
States. His trained habit of think- 
ing through concrete facts to the 
underlying principle was serving 
him well in this campaign; his 
trained habit of clear exposition in 
the Princeton lecture hall was servy- 
ing him well. People heard, from 
him political speaking of a new 
kind; full of weighty instruction and 
yet so simply phrased and so aptly 
iilustrated that the simplest minded 
could follow the train of redboning: 
profound in political philosophy and 
yet at every step humanized by ono} 
who believed government the most 
human of things because concerned 
¥ith the happiness and welfare of 
individuals; sometimes he spoke in 
parables, homely anecdotes so ap- 
plied that all could understand; | 
sometimes he was caustic when he 
commented on the excessive zeal of 
corporations for strict) cohstitution- 
alism, meaning thereby only such 
legislation and judicial interpreta- 
ttons as would defend their property 
rights—how they had secured thoce 
rights. being a question not dis- 
cussed by these gentlemen; some- 
times, though not frequently, ivere 
would be purple patches of éelo- 
ouence, particularly when\ descan:- 
ing on the long struggle the in- 
articulate masses for political :ep- 
resentation. One of the surprises 
of the campaign to those who had.

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BACK TO THE FARM. 


JUST A MINUTE 


Written for the POST-DISPATCH

COL. ROOSEVELT AS AN. AUTHOR. 


OL. ROOSEVELT, as a-contributor for 206 
CC seais to Scribner’s Magazine, was one of 

the most thoughtful, considerate and - 
ficient authors. When he promised a manu- 
Script for a certain date, that promise was kept 
absolutely, no matter what intervened. 

When he returned from the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war and landed at Montauk, he‘sent word 
to the magazine that.he wanted to talk about 
his proposed story of “The Rough Riders.” Just 
before he started on that expedition he had said 
in a brief interview: “If I come back. you shall 
have the first chance at anything I write.” 

It was, therefore, on the first afternoon after 
he returned to his home at Oyster Bay that, on 
the lawn at Sagamore’ Hill, we talked over the 
book which developed into ‘“The Rough Riders.” 
It was all perfectly clear in the Colonel’s mind. 
He knew the grand divisions of his story, al- 
though he had not written a line. There were 
to be six articles, and the date was set for the 
delivery of the first one so that the serial could 
begin in the magazine promptly. 

Very soon he was nominated for Governor of 
New York. I gaid to him one day: “IT suppose 
this will interfere with your dates for ‘The 
Rough Riders ?’ 

“Not at all,” he replied: “you shall have the 
various chapters at the time promised.” 

As everybody knows, he made a vigorous 
campaign for Governor of New York. and was 
elected and Inaugurated in the following Jan- 
uary. Notwithstanding this arduous ‘and excit- 
ing time, he fulfilled every promise and the 
book was delivered on time. | 

It was the same way with his “Oltver Crom- 
well.” which was written wHile he was Gov- 
ernor of New York. He was a busy man. but 
his literary work was just as complete as though 
he had devoted his whole time to it. 

When he was President he sent for me, and. 
taking me into his library, opened a drawer fn 


his desk, lifted out a complete manuscript, put 


it on the desk, and said in effect: 

“It isn’t customary for Presidents to publish 
a book during office, but I am going to publish 
this one.” 

We then went over together the complete 
manuscript of “Outdoor Pastimes of an Amer- 
ican Hunter.” Some of these papers had been 
written before. Other chapters were the product 
of his hunting trips in Colorado and Louisiana 
while President. The book was ready for the 
printer, title-page and all. 

In all the long and busy years of his presi- 
dency, if you wrote and asked him a question 
one day, the reply, almost without exception, 
would be received on the third day, just as soon 
as a letter could get to Washington, be answered 
and returned; and all his letters had a persona! 
touch, with characteristic corrections. or the 
impulsive postscript written with his own hand. 

To hint the making of a book was a delight. 
He knew al] the machinery of it, and he read 
lis proofs with the accuracy and industry of an 
expert. i 

But the literary work that he best enjoyed 
was writing his “African Game Trails.” The 
whole book, even the preface, was written by 
his own hand. word for word, tn triplicate. in 
the very heart of Africa. One of the men who 
was with him said that no matter how arduous 
the day in the hunting field, night after night 
he would see the Colonel seated on a camp stool, 
with a feeble Nght on the table, writing the nar- 
rative of his adventures. Chapter by chapter 
this narrative was sent by runners from the 
heart of Africa. Two copies were dispatched at 
different times. When he eot to the headwa- 
ters of the Nile one of the chapters was sent 
from Nairobi and the duplicate was sent down 
the Nile to Cairo. These blue canvas envelopes 
often arrived much battered and stained, but 
never did a single chapter miss. ~ 

Tt was the same way with his “Brazilian Wt. 
derness.” and the Colonel used a part of the 
same.stock of paper that he had taken to Africa. 


Each block consisted of three shades arranged in 
order, white, blue and yellow, so that the origi- 
nal and two copies were distinctly marked. 
Only a few months ago the Colonei said: ‘‘I have 
just used the last of those pads that I took with 
me to Africa.” A special water-tight and ant- 
proof tase had been made for that trip and 
loaded with enough paper, as it proved, to write 
half a dozen books. 

In civilized countries the Colonel generally 
dictated his articles and books, but made a most 
thorough revision of the typewritten copy. The 
stenographer who took his dictation for “Oliver 
Cromwell,” when Roosevelt was Governor, said 
that he would appear in his study with some 
books of reference and a pad of memoranda. 
Then he would start to dictate, and with hardly 
a pause would complete a chapter of historfcal 
narrative which demanded a very careful knowl- 
edge of dates and places. This was not as easy 
as a narrative of personal experience. Neverthe- 
less, I once read a chapter of it before the 
Colonel had seen the stenographer’s transcript. 
It could have been printed as it stood, with 
mere mechanical proofreading corrections. 

Col Roosevelt took a great interest in the I!- 
lustrations, the type page, and the cover of his 
beoks. He came in one day with a painting 
made by a friend of one of his boys and said: 
“I think that will make a first-rate frontispiece 
in color for “A Book-Lover’s Holiday in the 
Open.’” It was the painting of a cougar tn @ 
tree on the brink of the Grand Canyon. 

His son Kermit, who was with him on his 
African and Brazilian trips, became an expert 
photographer and made hundreds of photo- 
graphs from which both of those books were 
illustrated. It was a delight to see the father 
and son together going over this material and 
making the choice of pictures. Each would re- 
call some incident, and the anecdote and by- 
play were as good as anything in the printed 
books.

In short, Col Roosevelt was the ideal con- 
tributor, the ideal author to deal with, open to 
every suggestion and ready to consider any rea- 
sonable change. It was an unending pleasure 
to work with him. He inspired the same sort of 
loyalty in his literary coworkers as he did among 
the members of his regiment of soldiers. Those 
who knew him adored him, even though they 
often disagreed with him.

Educational Questions Also on 
Program of Women’s New 
Constitution Institute. 


The second day of the League of 
Women Voters’ institute on the pro- 
posed new State Constitution opened 
today at Sheldon Memorial, 8646 
Washington boulevard, with a pro- 
gram of discussions on farm tenancy, 
rural credits, good roads, health and 
housing and industrial relations at 
the morning session. 

The afternoon session is devoted 
to educational problems and the eve- 
ning to revenue and taxation. The 
iristitute will close with three ses- 
sions tomorrow on legislative, exec- 
utive and judiciary matters. 

Short Ballot Advocated. ; 

Speaking on the short ballot yes- 
terday, Walter .aatsche.k said it 
was the opinion of man ~ great lead- 
ers that the long ballot was cumber- 
soéme and confusing and not repre- 
sentative -of Democratic govern- 
ment. The short ballot could be 
ap Hed in Missouri, he explained, by 
making the office of Governor the 
only electivs State office; by con- 
tinuing to elect legislators two at a 
time, and appointing Judges or have 
them elected at separate elections. 
In counties the short ballot could be 
applied, he said, by electing only 
County Commissioners. 

Alexander Robbins of the Board 
of Election Commissioners,  discus- 
sing the right to vote, said since 
women in the last two years have 
overturned large political majorities 
in St. Louis and Chicago a feeling 
of anxiety is pervading the political 
camps of both parties, and that 
party leaders are beginning to ques- 
tion their ability to carry through a 
campaign without taking the inde- 
pendent voter into their confidence. 

For Present Suffrage Law. 

Robbins said he saw no reason 
why there should be educational or 
property qualifications for voting in 
this State, as is advocated in some 
quarters, and believes that the pres- 
ent law giving universal suffrage is 
a good one. He said he was not in

The problem of limitation of Brit- | 
ish armament in the Atlantic con- | 
sist, therefore, in determining a bal-_ 
ance of American and British equal- | 
ity On a standard for each just large | 
enough to serve the tactical and 
strategical requirements of ay al- 
most identical military problem. 

Double Equilibrium Needed. 

In short, the entire problem of 
naval disarmament resolves itself 
first into consideration of naval 
equilibrium between the United 
States and Japan in the Pacific, and 
if that problem be practicable of | 
solution, then into a very much eas- 
ier working out of relative naval 
strength between the United States 
and Great Britain in the Atlantic. 

It should pass without argument 
that the United States must be pre- 
pared to rrotect her own Atlantic 
seab.ard. Upon general] recognition 
of the Monroe Doctrine it would pass 
as easily that she must be prepared | 


ard to defend that dcctrine on the east 


coast of South America. | 

As a corollary of the duty of de- | 
certain responsibinties | 
for the peace and probity of other | 
nations on the two continents. If the | 
relative strength of Great Britain in 
the Atlantic is determined on a pru- 
dent ecale the police and defensive 
force required can be very small in 
comparison with present armament. 

Problem Becomes Simple. 

Thus it appears that, upon a ready 
recognition of the principles of lo- 
calization and equilibrium, the! 
problem of disarmament at sea is 
not at all difficlult and reduces to a 
rather simple exercise for the Mili- 


tary Drafting Board. In the absence 
|of such recognition it is well-nigh 
impossible. 

The claim to dc end commerce and 
possessions wherever they § exist 
‘spreads the world as the field and 
the total resource of the nations as 
the limit, and in the avo-ved and ac- 
tive purpose of its rivals no nation 


‘can do less than attempt to meet 


the pace of the swiftest. 

On the other hand, if those prin- 
ciples are recognized, there is little 
for any nation to teer fo defend 
against. Ther? is no excuse, save a | 
furtive and remote purpose of even- 
tual aggression, to justify increase of | 
armament at sea or to stand as a 
reason against setting relative stand- 
ards low enough fo relieve the world 
from its heaviest burden.

Bean Salad 


Kidney beans that are. left over 
are delicious served on a bed of 
shredded lettuce leaves with mayon- 
naise dressing poured over them, 

Corned Beef Loaf. 

Pass the cold corned beef through 
the chopper and mix it with twice its 
quantity of cold potatoes, also finely 
chopped. Season with one tablespoon 
chopped green pepper, salt if neces- 
gary, and pepper to taste.

Chop any cold meat—the outside 
slices of the roast can be used for 
this purpose. Season with pepper, 
salt and minced pickles. Thoroughly 
mix one beaten egg into the required 
amount of mashed potatoes, roll out 
with just a light sprinkling of flour, 
cut round with a jJarge tin cover or 
Saucer. Put the seasoned meat on 
one half and fold the other half 
over. Fry a light brown.

OU may not be in accord with 
Y puri opinion. 

You may think that your 
ideas are more advanced than those 
of the majority. 

Perhaps they are. 

Perhaps in the course of 30 or 40 
years you can persuade people to 
your way of thinking. 

But don’t try to do it all at once. 

And don’t in the meantime, run 
counter too violently to generally 
accepted notions. 

You would have a perfect right to 
walk down the principal streets in 
the middle of January with a straw 
hat and a linen suit on. 

By so doing you would harm no- 
body. You might be perfectly com- 
fortable yourself in such an array. 

But you would run counter to the 
popular idea of how people ought to 
dress in midwinter and become a 
joke to the neighborhood. Thereaft- 
er you would have a great deal of 
difficulty in making people believe 
that your mind was sound. 

In a world in which the composite 
ideas of the majority make conven- 
tions, it is better to accept conven- 
tions, at least outwardly, than to try 
to defy them. 

You may think them stupid. 
Doubtless many of them are stupid— 
such for example as the wearing by 
men of silly stiff ‘collars and derby 
hats that promote baldness. 

Yet if you sought to abolish these 
customs you would soon get a repu- 
tation as a troublesome agitator. 

The reason that civilization has 
not progressed faster than it has is 
that custom requires years of pa- 
tient effort to modify in the least 
degree. 

If you want to be helpful to your 
fellow beings, go about the job slow- 
ly. Don’t try to rush them off their 
feet. It can’t be done. 

No one reformer ever accom- 
plished a reform. The men who have 

t the credit for important reforms 
builded upon the work of many other 
men who went before them. 

The abolition of slavery required 
many long years and the theught and 
labor of many minds. Had these fac- 
tors not entered into it, Abraham 
Lincoln’s Emancipation Proclama- 


_ltion could never have been written. 


Inasmuch as many other people 
besides yourself live in the world 
with you, you owe something to their 
methods of thought. 

Do not despise them because they 
disagree with you. They will despise 
you in return, and to be despised by 
the majority is very dangerous. 

Wise men who mean to do good go 
about it slowly, in the main respect~- 
ing the opinions of their fellows and 
abiding by them. 

They may desire to change stupid 
customs, and they may intend to 
change them, but they know better 
than to render themselves ineffective 

at the outset by getting the world 
“down on them.” 

Agitators and martyrs are useful, 
but the reforms that they visualize 
are usually accomplished by some 
moderate man who comes along aft- 
er them. 

Customs, habits, ideas, conventions 
have been built up through thou- 
sands of years of advancement. 
Many of them are bad. But you 
can’t tear them down and set up 
others in their stead.

Mrs. Nancy M. Schoonmaker. Just Returned From Overseas, 
Draws Contrasts With Work American Women Are Doing.

HAT are the women in Eu- 


W rope doing now that the ac- 
tivities of the war have 
ceased ? 

“Are European society women 
breaking into trade and business the 
way so many prominent American 
women have?” 

I put these questions to Mrs. Nan- 
cy M. Schoonmaker, who has just 
returned from a three months’ tour 
of Europe as a representative of the 
National League of Women Voters 
and the General Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs. Mrs. Schoonmaker has

made a careful] study of women in 


the political and social life of the 
various countries of Europe, and 
will lecture this winter on “Wom- 
an's Part in the New Europe and 
the New Age.” 

When I asked, “What are the 
women in Europe doing now?” I 
saw a sparkle in Mrs. Schoonma- 
ker’s keen brown eyes. Her lips 
moved once as if to speak, and then 
she settled back in her chair at the 
Murray Hill Hotel and politely al- 
lowed me to finish my two ques- 
tions before she said: 


“The women of Europe are doing 
so much that they ought to make us 
ashamed. They are going in for poli- 
tics strong, for social welfare, and 
studying deeply and seriously every 
vita] issue of the day. Women of 
England, France, Germany, Sweden, 
Switzerland, Denmark and Czecho- 
Slovakia are keenly watching every 
political move of their respective 
countries and studying all the ques- 
tions of the day with an especial in- 
terest in the League of Nations, Dis- 
armament, Prohibition and new di- 
vorce laws. 


“And this doesn’t mean ‘the wom- 
an higher up,’’’ pointed out Mrs. 
Schoonmaker. “I means every wom- 
an, whether peasant or middle class, 
In several instances, and this is espe- 
cially true in Germany, I telked to 
women who had been servant girls 
and were holding splendid political 
positions with a keen knowledge 
and understanding of situations 
which was amazing. The women ft 
Czecho-Slovakia are also especially 
well posted. England, of course, 
leads all European countries in po- 
litical work, but what I saw of how 
the ‘new woman’ of Europe is taking 
hold of national affairs is a warning 
to us. 


“Besides politics, all European 
women are devoting their time to so- 
Cilal work, such as child welfare, 
legitimate children, coguardianship 
of children, women in industry, 
pay 
and the greatest question Europe has 
ever had to face—15,000,000. surplus 
women.” 

Mrs. Schoonmaker paused a mo- 
ment. Then she lifted her serious 
eyes to mine and said: “‘You asked 
me if European society women were 
E0ing into trade or business. In all 
my tour through Europe I did not 
Once meet such a case. Society wom- 
en of Europe and all thinking wom- 


en who have any time at all are de- |

women. 
ture of these young girls and women 
Still in their thirties who may never 
enjoy a home or the companionship 
of a husband and children. They 
have a problem here which keeps 
them busy. 


“Trade and business-do not lure 
the woman of society when she has 
such tasks before her,’ continued 
Mrs. Schoonmaker. “But do not 
think Europe is discouraged over her 
problem. Both men and women have 
decided that this is a great oppor- 
tunity, a time for the feminine soul 
to rise to its highest and do much 
work that is needed in the world. Be- 
cause many of these women can 
never marry, all of the thinking men 
and women of Europe see a_ great 
chance for them to freely give their 
lives to world service. 

“Many prominent European wom- 
en are now planning ways to train 
these 15,000,000 surplus women to 
make their own way. They are be- 
ing taught trades and business meth- 
ods, educated to be independent 
financially. Besides planning their 
life work, many plans are under way 
for recreation and diversion.” 

“But cam trey ever satisfy this 
feminine longing for a home, for all 
the feminine things woman holds so 
dear?” I asked. 

“All Europe is most optimistic,” 
declared Mrs. Schoonmaker. “They 
call it their ‘supreme opportunity,’ 
woman's chance to devote ‘that fem- 
inine thing’ which she has always 
given to her home life to the world. 
There are many questions in Europe 
to settle. Many women are needed 
to devote their lives to child welfare, 
illegitimate children, the coguardian- 
ship of. children, and all the social

‘Woman has a new part to 
play in the New Europe and she is 
playing it well. She is studying ev- 
ery question of the day and there 
isn’t a peasant, a middle-class wom- 
an or a society woman who hasn't 
her hand to the plow.”
